mation from which can be deducted

place of registration for Vul¬ 
can is the Oddfellows hall. The 
hours during which the hall will be 
opened are from seven o’clock in the 
morning to ten o’clock at night. Mr. 
A. J. Flood is the one in charge of the 
local registration and he will be as¬ 
sisted by Mias Travis. Other he lp ers 
who will volunteer to help are asked 
to do so. On that day every one in 
town must register. It is not neces¬ 
sary that a person should register in 
their town of location. Failure to 
register carries a maximum fine of 
$100 and one month’s imprisonment, 
also an added penalty of $10 for each 
day the person remains unregistered 
after June 22nd. Persons remaining 
unregistered cannot lawfully be em¬ 
ployed and cannot draw wages or 
work done after that date. Em¬ 
ployers who kept unregistered per¬ 
sons in their employ will be liable for 
fines equal in amount to those re¬ 
coverable from the unregistered em¬ 
ployees. All persons remaining un¬ 
registered, and all persons having 
dealings with unregistered persons, 
knowing them to be such, incur heavy 
penalties under the law. Although it 
has been stated that the registration 
comprises people between the ages of 
16 and 60, people of every age over 
60 must register. There is no age 
limit. Cards may be procured at any 
time %nd filled in, but they must not 
be sighed or dated until Saturday at 
the place of registration and in the 
presence of the registrar.

| The past week has been hot and 

dry with occasional high winds. Rain 
in High River and the country to the 
north of this district on Monday al¬ 
most led us to the belief that there 
would be rain here also, but although 
the sky was very clouded during the 
whole of the day, no rain fell.

The Vulcan boys and girls pig club 
is away to a good start, and judging 
from the number of children and 
adults who were in attendance at the 
distribution of the pigs on Saturday 
last, a lively interest is being taken 
in the movement. 

The club has a membership of four¬ 
teen, each of whom on Saturday re¬ 
ceived two thoroughbred registered 
sows, eight weeks old. Each boy and 
girl will shortly receive papers from 
Ottawa showing the pigs to be regis¬ 
tered in their own names. Eighteen 
Berkshires and ten Duroc Jerseys 
were distributed. 

Mr. M. L. Gordon, manager of the 
Bank of Commerce who is responsible 
for the organization, agreed to lend 
to any children who did not have 
funds of their own, sufficient to pay 
for the hogs, and the loans will carry 
until the end of the year, by which 
time the pigs should be' in such con¬ 
dition that the proceeds of the sale of 
one will at least be suf^ck'«t to pay 
the original cost of the iwu. If con¬ 
ditions of the club warrant ij the pos¬ 
sibilities are that the members will be 
permitted to keep over both their pigs 
for breeding purposes next year. In 
addition to the actual cost of the pigs 
each member pays in $1, and the to¬ 
tal so paid in forms an insurance fund 
so that in event of the death of a pig 
the owner does not have to stand the 
whole of the loss. The amount of in¬ 
surance to be paid in any case is ad¬ 
justed by the insurance committee, 
composed of the boys and girls. 

This year pig raising is the only 
department the club is taking up, but 
it is hoped that in the future other 
work will be included.

HIRED MAN S NARROW 
ESCAPE FROM DEATH

It is reported that a German soldier 
coming into possession of a hair that 
had fallen from the head of Vofi Molt- 
ke, the military genius of the war of 
1870, gave it to a celebrated French 
jeweller, charging him to use it in 
fashioning a keep-sake that might be 
handed down- from generation to gen¬ 
eration The French jeweller set to 
work, and in the course of time the 
German opened a box to inspect for 
the first time the finished creation. 
He found an Imperial eagle, wrought 
exquisitely in gold, and suspended 
from the beak, by the hair of the 
Von Moltke, the arms of Alsace and 
'jOiraine. And the superscription was 
‘You hold them, but by a hair.” 

Today the Germans, intent upon 
world dominion, are held in check, as 
it were, only by a hair. Every addi¬ 
tional ounce of energy that is thrown 
into the conflict upon one side will 
have a determining effect upon the 
issue. No member of the Alliance, 
no matter how sorely tried, can afford 
to rest on his oars at this juncture. It 
is the pressing duty of each to exert 
its full strength to the end that the 
war may be brought to a speedy and 
successful conclusion. Canada pro¬ 
poses to do her part, and by the intel¬ 
ligent mobilization of her available 
resources, to bring her maximum 
power to bear upon the issue. 

But before she can carry out this 
purpose she must first ascertain what 
her human resources are, she must 
provide herself with a complete in¬ 
ventory of her effectives, female as 
well as male. This inventory will be 
taken on Saturday, June 22nd, when 
all residents of Canada, of sixteen 
years of age and upwards will be re¬ 
quired to register their names and 
furnish the information necessary to 
their proper classification in Canada’s 
National Directory of War Workers.

Harrowing details of the destruc¬ 
tion of one of the largest and more re¬ 
cently constructed German submarines 
are given in a dispatch form « neutral 
correspondent. This submarine was 
one of the last to leave Zeebrugge be¬ 
fore the entrance to. the harbqr was 
blocked on May 24. 

The submarine struck a mine and 
out of the crew of forty, only two 
survived on reaching the surface af¬ 
ter a terrible struggle with death for 
an hour and a half, twenty fathoms, 
below the surface. Some of the crew 
committed suicide, having lost ’ all 
hope of leaving -the boat alive. 

The only chanoe of escaping was 
to force open the conning tower and 
the forward hatches and trust to the 
compression of air in one part of'the 
vessel to force each man like a tor¬ 
pedo to the surface.

HEAD LICE IN CHICKENS 


| The chicks should be gone over for 
lice—the head lice are fhe worst. If 
the brooder and the surroundings are 
kept clean as possible there should 
not be much fear of head lice. "Should 
they appear, however, an application 
of ointment of some kijid should b*e 
1 used at once. If this is not available 
! use vaseline, olive oil or sulphur and 
I lard. Every head will have to be 
[ gone over and the treatment will have 
| to be repeated in a week. It -is a 
i troublesome task to go over several 
I hundred young chicks, but it must be 
j done, each head by itself. Rilb the 
| paste well into the scalp aiji’d around 
j the ears. Som* use coal oil, but it is 
I too severe and has been known'to kill 
j the chicks about as quickly ’ as lice. 

| Head lice in chicksN are’ sdmetimes 
i hard to locate. The chicks' may bb 
j listless, getting thin, wings down, 

I feathers ruffled, and dying off. one by 
j one. Upon examining the head one 

can see nothing running around and 
| that appears is what looks like young 

I I feathers sprouting out of the head. 
To make sure that they are there, 

j take some of the ointment arid apply 
j thoroughly to the head. Put the chick 
in a box and examine in a fe.w min¬ 
utes time. The young feathers will 
be gone and large bodied lice will be 
running for their lives. The feathers 
were the abdomens of the lice, the 
head and rest of the bodies being in¬ 
to the head of the chick eating'away 
at the tissue. It takes only a few 
days to have a whole cock cleaned 
out.

NORTHWEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 

THE sole head of a family, or any | 
male over 18 years old,who was at the 
commenncement of the present war, 
and has since continued to be a Brit¬ 
ish subject or a subject of an allied 
or neutral country, may homestead a 
quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each 
of three years. ' 

! In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Resides six months 
in each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 60 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining home-, 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Pgce 
$3.00 per ~ acre. Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti¬ 
vate 60 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm labourer in 
Canada during 1918 as residence dut¬ 
ies under certain conditions.
